“Pierre Puvis de Chavannes” whose 
family, belonging to the old French 
Nobility, originated in Burgundy, was 
born on the 14th of December, 1825, in 
the City of Lyons, where his Father 
occupied at that time the honored position of 
“Ingenieur-en-Chef des Mines.” 

He made his first literary studies in 
the “College de Lyon” and completed 
them in Paris at the “ College Henri IV” 
without however fulfilling his F ather's 
most cherished desire which was to see 
him enter the “ Ecole Polytechnique ” a 
long illness having debarred him from 
doing so. 

Left to himself after the death Of his 
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parents and imbued with the true love of 
Art, he asked and received for some time 
counsel of ‘‘Henry Scheffer*' (brother to 

Ary.) 

In 1848 he went to Italy and on his 
return to Paris entered the Studio of 
‘‘Thomas Couture’* in which he remain- 
ed but an unappreciable length of time. 

From this time on he commenced a 
series of solitary studies the first result of 
which was a painting exhibited in 1850 
under the title “Pieta”. In 1859 he exhib- 
ited a second time a painting called 
“Retour de Chasse.” 

The nine years that elapsed from 1850 
to 1859 were filled with struggle. After 
1859 his expositions succeed each other 
without interruption until the present year.
